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Statutory Rules and Orders issued by the Ministry of Defence 


MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 
New Delhi, the 29th May, 1976 

S.R.O. 147. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby mates the following rules further to amend the 
General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, 
namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the General Provident 
Fund (Defence Services) Fifth Amendment Rules, 1976, 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 16 of the General Provident Fund (Defence 
Services) Rules. 1960 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in sub-rule (2A), after clause (c), the following Note 
shall be Inserted, namely : — 

“NOTE: A subscriber who has taken loan from Gov- 
vemment and in lieu thereof lias mortgaged the 
house or house-site to the Government shall be 
required to furnish the declaration to the follow- 
ing effect, namely : — -‘I do hereby certify that the 
house or house-site for the construction of which 
or for the acquisition of which 1 have taken a 
final withdrawal from the Provident Fund con- 
tinues to be in my possession but stands mort- 
gaged to Government’.” 

3. In rule 16A Of the said rules, the following Notes 

shall be inserted at the end, namely : — 


“Note 1. The Head of Office of the subscriber may be 
asked by the administrative authority to stop re- 
coveries from the pay bills when the application 
for such conversion is forwaided to the Accounts 
Officer by that authority. In the case of Gazetted 
subscribers, the administrative authority shall 
endorse a copy of the letter forwarding the sub- 
scriber’s intimation to the Accounts Officer from 
where he draws his pay in order to permit stop- 
page of further recoveries. 

Note 2 . For the purpose of sub-rule (1) of rule 16, the 
amount of subscription with interest thereon stand- 
ing to the credit of the subscriber in the account 
at the time of conversion plus the outstanding 
amount of advance shall be taken as the balance. 
Each withdrawal shall be treated as a separate one 
and the same principle shall apply in the event of 
of more than one conversion," 

4. In Appendix ‘A’ to the Fourth Schedule to the said 
rules, after paragraph 5, the following paragraph shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

"6. In respect of any person who is on deputation to 
any Central Ministry or Department, the borrow- 
ing Ministry or Department, as the case may be, 
shall be competent to $rant Advance for which 
special reasons are required under sub-rule (2) of 
rule 12."

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, 
namely :— 

1, (I) These Rules may be called the Aimed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Service (Second Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 
1968, — 


(1) in rule 7, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

"Provided that, subject to such instructions as the 
Government may, from lime to time, issue, officers 
of Selection Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers' Service, who have render- 
ed not less than two years’ service iffi that grad* 
may be posted to duty posts in the grade of 
Assistant Civilian Staff Officer, the period of such 
appointment being limited to one year. Officers 
of Selection Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service so appointed to 
duty posts in, the Assistant Civilian Staff Officers’ 
Grade shall continue to draw the grade pay admis- 
sible to them in that service from time time.” ; 

(il) after rule 19, the following rule shall be inserted,

“19A Option to revert to the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service in certain case*. — 
Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
officers of Grade I (now known as the Selection 
Grade) of the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers' Service already appointed to the Grad* 
of Superintendent (now known as the Assistant 
Civilian Staff Officer) of the Service, who wei* 
officiating in that Grade immediately before the 
commencement of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service (Second Amendment) Rules, 1976, 
shall be given an option to revert to the Armed 
Force® Headquarters Stenographers’ Service.
